INSTITUTION NEWS 


February, 1928, the Child Welfare League 
America set demonstration children’s case work 
connection with the Franklin County Children’s 
Home Columbus, Ohio, the request the trustees 
the institution. 

The old congregate institution outworn and totally 
unsuited from the physical side for modern children’s 
program. Plans for new building have been considered 
from time time over period fifteen years. How- 
ever, has never been possible determine how large 
unit actually needed because there has never been 
adequate case work service. The child-placing previous 
the demonstration was almost exclusively free home 
placement. Thus for years there had been collecting 
the institution residue children who could not 
returned their own people and who were unfit for 
free home placement because mental physical 
defects. The trustees decided set the necessary 
machinery order determine what could done 
even limited time the way (1) placement 
children both free and boarding homes, (2) family 
rehabilitation and (3) direct placement family homes 
without institutional care. 

The demonstration period began with the arrival 
the case work executive and one assistant early 
February. March two additional members were 
added the staff, making total five workers, in- 
cluding the visitor who previously did the placement 
work for the institution. April, May, June and July 
the staff comprised six workers and during August four. 
Thus, during the period ending August there was 
total workers-months, making aggregate 
six months’ time for the full staff six workers. 

The demonstration has been able show what can 
done even with difficult population when institu- 
tional care supplemented the use both free 
homes and boarding homes. many instances chil- 
dren referred the Franklin County Children’s Home 
were physically and mentally below grade. Because 
practically only free home placing was used consider- 
able number these children remained the institu- 
tion for extended periods.

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SUPERVISION THE FOSTER HOME 


Children’s Aid Association 


Boston, Mass. 

The word supervision, like many others the often 
ambiguous terminology social work, varies greatly 
its connotation. When, child-placing agency, 
applied the work the visitor who has her 
care group children, has usually one two mean- 
ings. First: That implied the word inspection, one 
the synonyms given the dictionary. Second: 
That conveyed the complicated process which in- 
volves. understanding human beings their relation- 
ships for the purpose helping the children become 
free personalities. one word has yet been found that 
sufficiently comprehensive express all the implica- 
tions involved. 

The inspection type foster home visit may de- 
tected frequently the recorded history the child. 
This is, however, not always the case, because the 
earlier days social work records were written long 
hand and contained brief, unrevealing statements. The 
fact that the visitor went the home was noted but 
little more was said. should remembered that 
this early period agencies were smaller and that the 
few workers talked out their problems and difficulties 
informally with one another that the decisions made 
regard treatment were usually the result 
consensus opinion, often wise and effective. Even 
later, however, whens tenographic help was available, 
the records frequently gave satisfactory picture 
the actual methods the workers the results 
attained them. These facts can only inferred 
from final outcomes. 

Sometimes records are found which the statement 
made repeatedly that the home was visited and found 
and and that the child was “entirely 


This valuable information certainly, 


but one likely question whether the visitor had 
penetrated below the surface and whether she had 
entered into the real life the child and the foster 
family. This inspection type visiting, indicated 
such record, does not guide and direct, nor does 
foresee and circumvent trouble; follows after and 
picks the pieces. 

Inspection usually quantitative. certain number 
visits must made within prescribed time limits. 
The emphasis upon frequency has been very likely the 
result reaction the early methods placing that 
prevailed many parts the United States, when 
children were shipped distant points and seldom, 
ever, seen again representative the agency which 
had placed them. awakened consciousness regard 
the responsibility the agency followed the White 


House Conference 1909 and may have resulted 
overzealous carrying out the letter the law with 
the consequent stifling its spirit. 

what the visitor actually does and accomplishes 
with the child that all-important. Obviously rea- 
sonable frequency visits necessary, but attention, 
believe, should not focused upon this point. 

doubtful whether any worker can say how she 
herself obtains results given situation. she has 
fifty children care, she has fifty entirely different 
situations meet. Think the people involved 
every case! There will the child himself, his own 
family, the foster family, teachers, friends, neighbors 
and infinitum. These individuals and their 
relationships represent life flux. The hope success 
lies the worker herself, who must develop qualities 
understanding and resourcefulness flexible that 
she may call upon them any time. She will recognize 
that her methods are process evolution, and conse- 
quently that the meaning supervision may change 
from year year. 

new discovery, book master one the 
fields science that interpenetrate social work, will 
modify marked degree plan treatment. For 
example, worker who has even slight knowledge 
the results glandular disturbance may interpret more 
intelligently certain symptoms shown child and 
arrange for physical examination and proper medical 
care. The life some babies has without doubt been 
saved early recognition enlarged thymus. 

Psychology and psychiatry have had marked effect 
upon supervision. With increased knowledge the 
child himself, his mental mechanisms, his abilities 
and disabilities, the visitor enters the home with cleared 
vision. She alive the subtleties human relation- 
ships. She also recognizes that situation static 
and estimates the child and the foster home the 
possibilities development. Through network 
interlacing influences she helps the child maintain 
his equilibrium. The visitor who wise her super- 
vision will able anticipate difficulties and may 
succeed preventing them, but accomplish this 
she must have won the confidence the child and the 
foster family. She must the thoughtful and inten- 
tional friend, speak. 

much has been said recently about the overde- 
pendency one individual upon another and about the 
resulting disasters that young workers are feeling that 
they should show much restraint dealing with clients. 
There is, our opinion, grave danger carrying this 
idea too far. thinking back through our own lives 
the people who have been constructive influences 
shall never find one who maintained entirely de- 
tached attitude.

PROGRESS MOTHERS’ AID

Others chapters which seem unusually valuable deal 
with the following subjects: learning the use money, 
sex education, when your child imagines things, punish- 
ments and rewards, truth and falsehood, ideals and 
ambitions, gangs, clubs and friendships. 

Parents humbled their frailties reflected their 
own children will welcome this book.

During the seven months— February September

One the most significant developments during the 
course the demonstration was the direct placement 
children without receiving them into the institution. 
This was made possible through the provision funds 
for boarding children. The success with which such 
placements were made during the last months the 
demonstration period indicates the future possibility 
reducing institution intake very greatly. 

March, children were placed direct; April, 
May, July, 17; August, 12. 

This is, however, new venture connection with 
the care wards Franklin County. simply the 
application the work done from the Franklin County 
Home method that has been pursued the Divi- 
sion Charities the State Department Public 
Welfare their placement Franklin County chil- 
dren committed them. Practically all placements 
the State have the first instance been boarding 
homes. The State can charge the county the money 
that needed for such care children received from 
the County, whereas the budget the County Home 
formerly contained only very small amount for board- 
ing home care. The consequence has been the insti- 
tutionalizing large number children who, after 
long periods life the institution, repeated trials 
free homes for which they were unsuited, are very 
difficult adjust family homes. The provision 
boarding home fund $12,000 for the year 1928 made 
possible change the situation materially. For the year 
1929 the recommended budget for the County 
Children’s Home provides $50,000 for boarding home 
care. this means the evils that arise through the 
limited program institutional and free home care 
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can largely prevented, and the future will 
possible provide for each child the kind care that 
suited his needs.

RIED MOTHERS

The Inter-City Conference its 
Memphis, decided undertake least two 
studies during the year order learn more about the 
forms treatment that should applied problems 
illegitimacy. Much the work attempted far has 
been based theories and principles that have not 
been adequately tested the experience social 
agencies. The time has come when definite attempts 
should made arrive more solid conclusions and 
determine, possible, the probable results certain 
specified forms treatment. 

Accordingly, effort will made during the winter 
carry studies—one dealing with the outcome 
for the child, the other with the identity the father. 
Various local conferences are being asked participate 
the task. expected that the agencies certain 
cities will collect the relevant facts that may dis- 
covered connection with the cases that they have 
handled. so, valuable information may obtained. 

The first study relates the whereabouts and the 
social conditions children who were handled not less 
than five years ago. need know the answer 
such questions as: how large proportion the chil- 
dren are still alive, how many are living with their 
mothers, how many with both parents, how many have 
been taken away from their parents and how many are 
being cared for father mother but are living with 
neither parent? need know the extent which 
illegitimate children have been placed out for adoption 
and whether not institutions have become im- 
portant factor the handling such children. 
would both interesting and socially desirable know 
whether the children can traced after lapse five 
years and what their prospects for the future may be. 

The placing-out children under ordinary conditions 
has creditable record. Does the record for the treat- 
ment illegitimate children compare with the other 
has fallen behind? There are many who believe that 
the results obtained are far from satisfactory. need 
know what has been accomplished and what results 
are likely occur under given conditions. our 


methods not yield the outcome that expected then 
need reconsider the program care and treat- 
ment. they yield good results, tried our 
more responsible agencies, then educational program 
must attempted with the agencies that have failed 
realize the goal. One the questions deals with the 
age the child when removed separated from its 
mother. separation likely occur after the mother 
has become acquainted with her baby? what extent 
find that parental love actually functions? These 
questions and others similar nature will answered 
the cities that have agreed carry this phase 
the survey. Other local conferences, however, are not 
debarred from making such study, and they desire 
participate they should communicate once with the 
president secretary the Inter-City Conference. 

brief exchange experience narrated the Na- 
tional Conference revealed the fact that the methods 
dealing with the problem vary widely from each other 
different parts the country. appeared, further- 
more, that the principles which treatment was based 
were far from uniform. other words, there most 
chaotic condition respect the plans that should 
attempted carried out. 

The second study less complicated. need 
know more about the proportion fathers about whom 
sufficient information available establish rea- 
sonable presumption paternity. Social workers often 
follow the line least resistance and pay attention 
one-half the parenthood problem. many cases 
the interests child are best conserved such action. 
However, neglect the father may not socially de- 
sirable even though the case can well handled 
ignoring him. That only small proportion fathers 
are required assist the support their illegitimate 
children well known. That this condition inevitable 
not clear; nor the most effective preventive 
work become negligent this respect. The cities 
which the most successful work has been done can throw 
considerable light such questions as: what propor- 
tion fathers are known the agencies, what propor- 
tion are judicially declared the father their child, 
what extent paternal support obtained either with 
without recourse the law, and how numerous are 
the cases which the mother insists concealing the 
identity the father? Our laws illegitimacy are 
largely child welfare laws. They are not primarily con- 
cerned with the problem illegitimacy and, therefore, 
are not effective reducing illegitimacy any com- 
munity. The work many social agencies entire 
accord with this legal indifference and, consequence, 
the entire community must frequently take the place 
the father.
